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Agriculture  Confributes  to 

BETTER  FOOD -BETTER  LIVING 


To  appreciate  the  vital  way  in  which  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
contributes  to  the  daily  lives  of  Pennsylvania's  more  than  1 1  million 
citizens,  it  is  first  necessary  to  understand  how  the  department  is  or- 
ganized and  what  it  is  trying  to  do. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  consists  of  four  Bureaus,  three  Com- 
missions and  the  Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service,  a  federal-state 
cooperative  agency.  Each  Bureau's  Director  is  responsible  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture.  He,  in  turn,  is  responsible  to  the  Governor. 
These  four  Bureaus  are  Animal  Industry,  Plant  Industry.  Foods  and 
Chemistry,  and  Markets.  The  Commissions  are  the  State  Farm  Show 
Commission,  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  State 
Harness  Racing  Commission. 

The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  con- 
trol of  disease  in  animals,  inspection  of  meat,  rabies  control  and  dog  law 
enforcement.  The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  is  responsible  for  enforcing 
state  laws  regulating  plant  pests  and  diseases  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Seed  Act. 

Checking  on  compliance  with  the  Commonwealth's  food,  feed,  ferti- 
lizer, pesticide  and  milk  laws  is  the  job  of  the  Bureau  of  Foods  and 
Chemistry.  Assistance  in  marketing  farm  products,  establishment  of 
standard  grades  of  food  products,  and  promotion  of  Pennsylvania's  agri- 
culture is  the  responsibility  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets. 

The  Farm  Show  Commission,  of  course,  produces  and  stages  Penn- 
sylvania's annual  mid-winter  classic.  Other  agricultural  shows  pre- 
sented in  the  Farm  Show  Building  include  the  Pennsylvania  Livestock 
Exposition,  and  the  State  Junior  Dairy  Show. 

Pennsylvania's  5 1  Soil  Conservation  Districts  are  given  assistance 
and  advice  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Commission. 

The  State  Harness  Racing  Commission  was  set  up  through  legislation 
passed  during  the  1959  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  three- 
man  commission  regulates  harness  racing  and  pari-mutuel  betting  in 
Pennsylvania. 

Agricultural  statistics  and  crop  information  are  supplied  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania Crop  Reporting  Service. 

Designated  by  the  General  Assembly  to  deal  with  the  administrative, 
regulatory  and  investigational  problems  affecting  agriculture  and  its  al- 
lied food  interests,  the  Department  was  established  in  1895.  It  is  pri- 
marily a  service  agency  and  is  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  more 
than  90  state  laws. 

The  Department's  organization  provides  for  cooperation  with  The 
Pennsylvania  State  University,  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service  of  the 
University,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  State  Farm 
Show  Committee  and  various  agricultural  and  livestock  organizations 
and  advisory  committees. 
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The  brucellosis  testing  laboratory  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  Here  blood 
serum  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis  is  carried  on. 


ANIMAL  INDUSTRY 

Pennsylvania  has  made  great  strides  in  agriculture.  The  ever  con- 
tinuing growth  of  the  Commonwealth's  livestock  and  poultry  industry 
makes  it  necessary  to  conduct  effective  animal  disease  control.  This 
is  the  job  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

Education  of  livestock  owners,  knowledge  of  disease  control  prob- 
lems and  organized  control  programs — these  are  the  weapons  with 
which  BAl  controls  livestock  and  poultry  diseases. 

Pennsylvania  livestock  and  poultry  producers  realize  the  increased 
livestock  and  poultry  population  and  its  concentration  on  128,000 
farms  means  an  increase  of  disease  problems.  The  producer  wants 
diseases  controlled  and  eradicated  to  permit  him  a  profitable  operation. 
Newer  knowledge  and  better  techniques  are  used  to  combat  such  costly 
diseases  as  tuberculosis,  brucellosis,  rabies,  PuUorum,  para-tuberculosis 
and  vesicular  exanthema.  The  BAI  diagnostic  laboratories  have  aided 
disease  control  through  detection,  diagnosis  and  reporting  of  diseases 
lo  the  hvestock,  poultry  and  related  industries. 

Through  a  concerted  program  of  testing  and  eradication  of  infected 
animals,  Pennsylvania  in  1958  became  one  of  12  states  in  the  nation 
to  be  modified  certified  brucellosis  free  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Through  its  Meat  Hygiene  Division,  the  Bureau  inspects  slaughter 
houses  and  licenses  cattle  dealers,  auction  markets  and  rendering 
plants.  In  addition,  the  staff  of  specially  trained  veterinarians  assists 
on  the  local  level  both  the  practicing  veterinarian  and  livestock  pro- 
ducer through  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  Summerdale  in  Cumber- 
land County. 

In  addition,  the  Bureau  enforces  the  Pennsylvania  dog  law  which 
requires  licensing  of  dogs  and  provides  for  the  protection  of  livestock 
and  people  from  attacks  of  uncontrolled  dogs. 
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This  laboratory  test  by  the  Division  of  Milk  Sanitation  reveals  the  presence  of 
antibiotics  in   milk.     The  test  is  fast  and  accurate. 


FOODS  AND  CHEMISTRY 

When  you  buy  food  at  your  local  grocery  store,  you  want  to  be 
sure  not  only  that  it  tastes  good,  but  that  it  is  also  wholesome  and 
has  been  prepared  under  sanitary  conditions.  The  Bureau  of  Foods 
and  Chemistry  is  on  the  job  to  see  that  these  two  conditions  are 
fulfilled. 

At  the  same  time,  farmers  buying  animal  feeds  and  fertilizers  rely 
on  a  tag  for  a  guarantee  that  they  are  receiving  full  value  for  their 
money.  This  guarantee  is  also  checked  by  the  Bureau  and  the  results 
of  the  analyses  are  published. 

Among  the  state  laws  which  are  enforced  by  the  Bureau  in  addition 
to  the  General  Food  Law,  are  specific  laws  related  to  ice  cream,  bakery 
products,  sausage,  oleomargarine,  soft  drinks,  animal  feed,  fertilizer, 
pesticides  and  lime.  Many  of  these  laws  require  registration  and 
licensing. 

The  Division  of  Milk  Sanitation  annually  issues  more  than  3,000 
permits  to  dairies  in  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  states  which  sell  milk 
in  Pennsylvania.  These  plants  are  inspected  regularly  by  the  Bureau. 
Employees  of  dairies  are  certified  to  inspect  dairy  farms  to  see  that 
cows  and  milk  are  being  handled  in  a  manner  to  insure  rigid  standards 
of  quality. 

Samples  of  food,  animal  feed,  fertilizer  and  agricultural  limestone 
are  collected  by  agents  of  the  Bureau  throughout  the  state  for  labora- 
tory inspection  in  the  Bureau's  facilities  in  Harrisburg.  Any  person 
or  firm  found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  law  is  subject  to  prosecution. 
Happily,  serious  violations  are  rare  and  often  are  accidental  rather 
tlian  an  outright  attempt  to  defraud. 
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MARKETS 


The  growing  of  crops  is  only  one  important  phase  of  a  farmer's 
business;  the  crops  must  be  marketed  before  he  can  malce  his  profit 
and  it  is  in  this  latter  activity  that  the  Bureau  of  Markets  comes  to 
his  aid. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  Bureau's  work  involves  the  inspection 
and  grading  of  fresh  fruits,  vegetables,  eggs  and  poultry.  Enforced 
by  the  Bureau  are  the  State's  Fresh  Egg  Laws,  the  apple-potato-peach- 
grape  marketing  law,  baby  chick  regulations  and  official  standards  for 
poultry,  eggs,  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Specialists  of  the  Bureau  are  surveying  market  news  reporting, 
marketing  costs  of  farm  products,  transportation  and  other  technical 
fields  of  agricuhural  marketing.  The  first  program  to  be  instituted 
as  a  result  of  their  studies  is  the  Pennsylvania  Egg  Certification  plan. 

Under  this  plan,  quality  of  eggs  is  controlled  through  rigid  checks 
by  state  approved  inspectors  in  grading  plants.  These  eggs  may  be 
retailed  or  wholesaled  in  cartons  or  cases  bearing  a  small  blue  keystone 
and  the  statement:  "Pennsylvania  Certified.  Graded  under  State 
Supervision." 

The  Bureau  supervises  operation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Random 
Sample  Egg  Laying  Test  and  the  Pennsylvania  Turkey  Meat  Pro- 
duction Test,  and  administers  the  U.S.-Pennsylvania  National  Poultry 
Improvement,  National  Turkey  Improvement  and  Record  of  Per- 
formance Plans.

Among  the  functions  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  is  the  pro- 
tection of  beneficial  insects.  This  includes  the  distribution  of  parasites 
which  destroy  some  of  the  more  destructive  insects. 

Pollinators  to  take  the  place  of  native  species  destroyed  by  intensive 
cultivation  are  provided  by  the  Bureau.  The  bee  colonies  of'  the  State 
are  inspected  as  an  aid  in  the  control  of  bee  diseases  for  the  protection 
of  honey  bees.  The  bee  owners  are  unable  to  protect  their  own  colonies 
from  widespread  diseases. 

Plant  pests  which  are  not  widely  distributed  over  the  State  are 
controlled  by  the  Bureau.  Shade,  forest  and  orchard  trees  are  pro- 
tected by  the  prevention  of  the  spread  and  increase  of  such  pests  as 
the  gypsy  moth  and  oak  wilt. 

Another  phase  of  plant  pest  control  involves  destruction  of  alternate 
host  of  black  stem  rust  of  the  grain  crops,  the  barberry  plant.  By 
eradicating  the  barberry,  the  black  stem  rust  life  and  reproduction 
cycle  is  broken,  thus  controlling  the  pest. 

Growers  and  farmers  of  the  Commonwealth  are  provided  with 
sources  of  a  superior  planting  seed  through  seed  certification  activities. 

Seed  of  farm  crops  and  vegetables  otTered  for  sale  is  inspected  for 
purity  and  germination  to  protect  growers  from  poor  seed. 

Buyers  of  nursery  stock  are  protected  in  the  purchase  of  ornamental 
and  orchard  plants  by  the  inspection  of  nurseries  for  the  presence 
of  plant  pests  which  might  later  retard  the  growth  or  cause  the  death 
of  such  plants. 
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Farm  Show  time  appeals  to  young  and  old.  In  addition  to  the  Farm  Show, 
the  buildings  are  being  used  increasingly  for  a  variety  of  other  shows  and  events. 


FARM  SHOW 

Pennsylvania  has  an  economy  and  a  productivity  that  are  truly  fab- 
ulous. Once  a  year  the  full  flower  of  Pennsylvania's  richness  is  held 
up  to  the  mirror  that  is  the  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show. 

The  Farm  Show  Commission,  headed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  composed  of  outstanding  agriculturalists  and  educators, 
annually  ventures  into  the  realm  of  "show  business"  to  bring  to  Penn- 
sylvania the  abundance  and  accomplishments  of  the  Keystone  State's 
business  and  industry  with  the  emphasis,  of  course,  on  agriculture. 
With  no  carnival  or  midway  to  detract,  the  Farm  Show  demonstrates 
the  benefits  to  be  accrued  from  the  adoption  of  new  ideas  in  agriculture 
and  the  stature  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  farming  state. 

The  Farm  Show  is  a  great  educational  opportunity.  Woven  into 
the  fabric  of  the  show  are  the  finest  in  farm  production,  livestock 
raising,  industry  and  culture.  It  is  a  colorful  panorama  that  makes 
for  exciting  learning. 

The  size  and  scope  of  the  Farm  Show  has  increased  by  leaps  and 
bounds  from  its  beginning  in  1917.  Now  the  14-acre  Farm  Show  Build- 
ing in  Harrisburg  offers  facilities  for  a  mid-winter  agricultural  event 
unrivaled  anywhere.  In  February  of  1959,  a  portable  basketball  floor 
was  installed  in  the  Large  Arena,  offering  added  utility  to  the  building 
through  use  for  amateur  sports  events. 

Although  the  Farm  Show  is  only  a  week  long,  it  is  a  year-round 
job  to  get  it  organized.  This  involves  the  creation  of  a  master  plan 
to  make  sure  the  Farm  Show  has  direction  and  purpose.  The  Farm 
Show  must  never  grow  static,  be  the  "same  old  thing"  each  year,  and 
it  is  the  commission's  job  to  see  that  it  is  a  pattern  of  progress  mixed 
with  wholesome  entertainment;  in  short,  a  Farm  Show  that  displays 
the  genius  of  invention  and  industry  with  a  maximum  of  interest  and 
value. 
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This  tree  planter  was  made  available  to  Fulton  County  Soil  Conservation  District 
members  through  a  local  bank.  Testing  the  planter  are  bank  executives,  a  state 
forester  and  a  member  of  the  conservation  district. 

SOIL  CONSERVATION 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  also  heads  the 
State  Soil  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Commission's  work  is  largely  educational,  explaining  the  pur- 
pose and  operation  of  soil  conservation  districts  by  use  of  literature, 
articles,  slide  talks  and  other  media.  It  also  helps  County  Commission- 
ers organize  soil  conservation  districts  upon  their  creation  by  resolution. 
Clerical  aid,  funds  and  other  assistance  are  furnished  Pennsylvania's 
51  districts  now  organized. 

Special  activities  of  the  Commission  include  the  administration  of 
the  State  appropriation  for  the  cooperative  Pennsylvania  State  Uni- 
versity-USDA  soil  survey  program  and  support  of  research  with  the 
U.S.  Geological  Survey  to  measure  the  effects  of  conservation  on  stream 
flow  and  siltation.  The  Commission  acts  as  the  Governor's  representa- 
tive in  approving  small  watershed  Hood  prevention  programs  under 
Public  Law  566. 

Steady  progress  in  all  areas  of  the  Pennsylvania  conservation  program 
has  been  noted  by  the  Commission.  Pennsylvania  has  a  long  history 
marked  by  good  farming  practices.  Farmers  in  the  Commonweahh 
were  among  the  first  to  recognize  the  need  for  fertilizers,  water  control 
and  other  "similar  practices  designed  to  stop  erosion  and  maintain 
productivity. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  assist  local  private  watershed 
organizations  wherever  possible.  Applications  for  assistance  under  the 
Watershed  Protection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act  (Public  Law  566) 
are  checked  by  staff  members  of  the  Commission. 
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HARNESS  RACINC 

COMMISSION 

The  State  Harness  Racing  Commission  was  establislied  December 
22,  1959,  when  Governor  David  L.  Lawrence  signed  Act  728  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

This  act  provides  for  and  regulates  harness  racing  with  pari-mutuel 
betting  and  created  the  Commission  as  a  departmental  administrative 
commission  of  the  Department  of  AgricuUure.  The  Commissioners, 
who  are  non-salaried,  serve  for  three  years  upon  appointment  by  the 
Governor  and  after  Senate  confirmation. 

First  Commissioners  appointed  and  confirmed  were  Lawrence  B. 
Sheppard,  Hanover;  Edward  J.  Kane.  Philadelphia;  and  Martin  J.  Cus- 
ick,  Sharpsville.    Mr.  Sheppard  was  appointed  chairman. 

Four  harness  racing  plants  with  pari-mutuel  betting  are  authorized 
under  the  act.  The  Commission  may  license  four  corporations  follow- 
ing approval,  by  local  referenda,  of  establishment  of  such  plants  in 
specific  counties.

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Crop  Reporting  Service 


Every  businessman  needs  basic  information  about  business  con- 
ditions to  determine  his  course  of  action.  Since  farming  is  a  business, 
the  farmer  needs  to  know  essential  statistics  and  facts  relating  to  the 
principal  crops,  livestock  and  livestock  products  of  the  State.  The 
task  of  collecting,  evaluating  and  disseminating  these  facts  fall  on  the 
Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service. 

Weekly,  monthly  and  seasonal  reports  are  received  from  thousands 
of  volunteer  reporters  including  farmers,  businessmen,  terminal  markets, 
auction  markets,  mills  and  elevators  and  processors  throughout  the 
Commonwealth. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Service  publishes  an  annual  Crop  and 
Livestock  report  which  gives  detailed  information  by  counties  for  the 
acreage,  yield,  production  and  value  of  the  principal  crops,  livestock 
numbers  and  production  of  livestock  products  and  their  values. 

Special  studies  are  made  by  the  Service  frequently  giving  full  in- 
formation on  specific  crops.  These  include  Christmas  tree  production, 
potatoes,  fruit  crops,  and  egg  marketing  and  production. 

Each  month  the  Service  releases  Pennsylvania  and  United  States 
reports  on  prospective  acreage,,  yields  and  production;  dairy  reports 
pertaining  to  milk  cow  numbers  and  milk  production;  poultry  and  egg 
production;  fruit  production;  potato  production;  tobacco  production; 
livestock  slaughter;  hatchery  production  and  prices  received  and  paid 
by  farmers. 

Weekly,  during  the  crop  season  in  Pennsylvania,  a  summary  of  crop 
and  weather  conditions  is  issued.  Weekly  broiler  chicken  and  turkey 
poult  placements  and  price  reports  are  offered. 

The  Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service  is  the  fact-finding  agency  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 


MODERN  FARMING 


Farming  is  not  easy  work.  But  thanks  to  the  advances  in  machinery 
design,  plant  and  animal  breeding  and  an  increasing  awareness  on  the 
part  of  farming  people  that  their  occupation  is  vital,  the  lot  of  the 
farmer  is  becoming  easier  than  in  the  days  of  his  grandfather. 

Rural  electrification,  construction  of  good  all-weather  rural  roads, 
changes  in  the  educational  opportunities  of  rural  people,  and  the  use 
of  machines  rather  than  human  energy  has  made  the  farmer  more  of 
a  master  of  his  destiny.  Today,  farming  is  more  than  a  highly  satis- 
fying way  of  life — it  is  a  business.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  "big 
business."  The  average  Pennsylvania  farmer  has  nearly  $35,000 
invested  in  his  farm  land,  buildings,  machines  and  livestock. 

Today's  farmer  is  better  educated  than  ever  before.  In  addition  to 
improved  educational  opportunities  in  the  rural  school  systems  of 
the  Commonwealth,  he  is  constantly  re-educated  in  the  business  of 
farming  by  the  agricultural  extension  service  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  University,  by  numerous  farm  and  trade  magazines,  by  pro- 
gressive newspapers  of  the  Commonwealth  and  by  special  radio  and 
television  programs. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  is  active  in  keeping 
Pennsylvania  farmers  informed  of  the  changes  in  agriculture  being 
made  almost  daily.  The  greatest  single  educational  effort  is.  of  course, 
the  annual  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show  in  January.  In  1957  the  Penn- 
sylvania National  Livestock  Exposition  was  started  which  allows

In  addition,  special  articles  are 
written  for  magazines,  and  gen- 
eral bulletins  for  the  Department 
are  issued.  Radio  tapes,  tele- 
vision scripts  and  movie  footage 
are  prepared  by  the  Division.

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PENNSYLVANIA  HISTORY, 

TOPOGRAPHY,  CLIMATE 

Pennsylvania,  one  of  the  thirteen  original  states,  was  settled  by  William  Penn 
at  Upland  (now  called  Chester)  in  1682.  The  grant  of  the  territory  west  of  the 
Delaware  River  was  made  to  Penn  by  the  King  of  England  in  settlement  of  a  debt 
of  180,000  due  the  estate  of  Penn's  father  for  services  rendered  as  an  Admiral  in 
the  English  Navy.    The  English  secured  this  territory  from  the  Dutch  in  1664. 

The  State  originally  consisted  of  three  counties:  Philadelphia,  Chester  and  Bucks. 
The  number  was  increased  by  dividing  these  counties  from  lime  to  lime  until  the 
numbrr  reached  67.     The  last  county  was  Lackawanna  in  1878. 

The  Slate  is  rectangular  in  shape  and  about  302  miles  long  by  176  wide.  It 
contains  45,215  square  miles,  or  28,828,000  acres  of  land  area,  and  is  thirty-second 
in  size  among  the  states.  It  is  not  quite  as  large  as  New  York  but  a  little  larger 
than  Virginia,  and  is  more  than  twice  as  large  as  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Mary- 
land put  together. 

TOPOGRAPHY 

Pennsylvania,  as  is  the  case  in  most  Atlantic  States,  has  comparatively  level  lands 
in  the  east  and  is  more  mountainous  in  the  central  and  western  sections.  The 
elevation  of  the  land  varies  from  less  than  one  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  in 
the  southeastern  part  of  the  State  to  approximately  three  thousand  feet  at  the  sum- 
mit of  some  of  the  ridges  in  the  Allegheny  Mountains. 

The  Piedmont  province,  one  of  three  topographic  provinces  crossing  the  State, 
takes  in  all  the  land  southeast  of  South  Mountain.  The  second  is  the  Ridge  and 
Valley  province  in  the  central  section  of  the  State.  It  is  largely  mountainous  on  the 
west.  The  topography  consists  of  many  long  ridges  of  1,000  and  1,.500  feet  high, 
separating  many  beautiful  and  fertile  valleys.  The  largest  valleys  are  the  Nittany 
and  the  Kishacoquillas.  The  Allegheny  Mountain  and  Plateau  province  lies  to  the 
west  and  north  of  the  Ridge  and  Valley  province  and  covers  about  two-thirds  of 
the  entire  area  of  Pennsylvania.  The  streams  and  the  valleys  of  this  western  section 
wind  in  all  directions,  and  the  surface  is  a  maze  of  hills  and  valleys,  quite  high  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  province  but  becoming  gently  rolling  in  the  west. 

CLIMATE 

Pennsylvania  is  in  that  part  of  the  United  States  having  comparatively  heavy  rain- 
fall. It  is  heaviest  over  most  of  the  State  during  the  spring  and  summer  months, 
just  when  it  will  do  most  good  for  the  growing  crops.  The  State  is  in  the  zone 
of  prevailing  westeily  winds.  Throughout  most  of  the  State  the  wind  blows  chiefly 
from  the  northwest  in  winter  and  from  the  southwest  during  the  summer,  except 
when  disturbed  by  storms.    Annual  precipitation  averages  42  inches. 

AGRICULTURAL  OPPORTUNITIES 

Agriculture  is  one  of  Pcnnsylvania  s  major  industries.  With  manufacturing,  min- 
ing and  iither  industrial  cntei  prises  present  in  all  sections  of  the  State,  unexcelled 
markets  for  farm  pioducts  result  and  the  close  relationship  of  agriculture  to  indus- 
trial effort  proves  mutually  beneficial. 

Pennsylvania  farmers  are  particularly  fortunate  in  having  these  many  local  mar- 
kets well  distributed  over  the  State.  The  products  of  the  farms  are  estimated  to 
be  within  an  average  distance  of  75  miles  of  the  markets  in  which  they  are  con- 
sumed. About  one-third  of  the  Nation's  population  is  within  overnight  trucking 
distance  from  the  farms  of  Pennsylvania. 
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ANSWERS  TO  SOME  QUESTIONS 
ON  PENNSYLVANIA  AGRICULTURE 


Farmers  in  Pennsylvania  raise  crops,  livestock,  and  poultry.  About  one-fourth 
of  their  income  is  from  crops,  such  as  corn,  wheat,  potatoes,  apples,  etc. 

The  largest  farms  in  Pennsylvania  are:  "The  Buck  and  Doe  Run  Valley  Farms," 
Coatesville,  RD  4,  with  about  11,000  acres  in  pasture,  for  feeding  cattle  brought 
from  Texas;  and  the  12,000-acre  "iNIilton  Hershey  Farms,"  Hershey,  Pennsylvania, 
Dauphin  County,  where  a  number  of  farms  are  operated  under  one  management. 

The  farmer  improves  his  soil  by  using  iime,  manure,  commercial  fertilizers,  and 
through  soil  conservation  practices,  designed  to  prevent  the  soil  from  washing  away 
during  heavy  rains. 

Few  farmers  are  able  to  test  their  own  soil.  In  each  county,  the  county  agricul- 
tural extension  agent  will  test  the  soil  to  see  whether  or  not  it  needs  calcium,  and 
will  make  this  test  without  charge.  If  a  farmer  wants  to  know  how  much  nitrogen, 
potash,  and  phosphorous  are  in  his  soil,  he  submits  a  sample  of  soil  from  his 
farm  to  the  County  Agent,  and  it  is  sent  to  the  College  of  Agriculture  at  The 
Pennsylvania  State  University,  where  the  soil  is  analyzed.  The  farmer  gets  a  report 
wnich  teiis  liini  it  he  neeas  additional  fertilizers.  A  slight  charge  is  made  for  this 
service. 

Lancaster  County  has  the  largest  number  of  farms,  a  total  of  7,951.  The  county 
that  has  the  smaliest  number  is  Philadelphia  with  76,  most  of  them  being  vegeta- 
ble farms.
